impaired the filling out of the kernel, 
so that, in spite of the excellent har- 
vest weather in the latter part of the 
season, the crop has fallen short both 
in quality and abundance-- Most of the 
other English crops hive been, good, 
particularly oats and barley. 
Of the 


root crops turnips are- tap above the 
average and the potato? crop is, 'magnifi- 
cent. An abundant supply of other 
kinds of food is an alleviation of the 
wheat crop, 'since the poorer classes will 
consume less bread and more roots.

ly escaped ruin by the improvement of 
their wheat crop over that of tho last 
two or three years.

Almost anywhere else 
in the country a town like this has all it 
can do to sustain a single weekly. This 
is the rale all over the State. Consid- 
ering the field they have to work in the 
papers of this State are models of 
energy and perseverance.
